ABSTRACT : PURPOSE: To measure the temperature of a body without pain for Children and babies by 
providing a constitution wherein the t^ part and the temperature sensing pari of a clinical 
tliermometer is made flat, and roundness Is provided. 

CONSTITUTION: A tip part 1 and a temperature sensing part 3 of a clinical thennometer 
are made flat, and roundness is provided. The flat shape is referred to depressed state in 
various shapes as shown in figures A - D on the contrary to the cross section of the tip 
part of a conventional clinical thennometer having a circular shape. The roundness is not 
limited to a circular shape, but the shape whose tip Is not pointed can be used. Since the 
tip part 1 of the clinical thennometer such as this does not 8ticl< the amipit, the 
temperature of the body can be measured without pain for children and bablee. 
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
